tion and content of federal archives in the states. Succeeding 
sp-ies contain the detailed information secured by workers of the 
Survey* in inventory form, a separate series number being assigned 
to each of the executive departments (except the Department of State) 
and other major units of the Federal Government. Within each series 
Ko. 1 is a general introduction to the field organization and records 
of the governmental agency concerned; the succeeding numbers contain 
the inventory proper, separate numbers being assigned to each state in 
alphabetical order. Thus, in pach series, the inventory for Alabama is 
No. 2, that for Arizona No 3, that for Arkansas Ho. 4, etc. 

For each local office information regarding each series, or unit 
of related records, is presented in the following order: title, in- 
clusive dates ("to date" indicating an open file at the time the in-

When 
it contains substantial information on addenda sheets which has not 
been inoluded in the mimeographed abstract, indication of this is given

The clerk of court was 
fl ointed by the judge, while the president appointed the United States 
attorney and the United States marshal for the district. 

This* first Unived States couit sat in a small, one-story building 
in Royal Street, between Duma ine and St. Phi] ip , and reioained theie 
untjl April 1323. the building being sold two years later by presi- 
dential procismacion. The completion of the Customhouse at Canal and 
Decatur Streets in 1823, allowed the court to sit there until 1847, 
at which time the building ms demolished and construction work on a 
new Customhouse was begun. During this period the court occupied 
various rented quarters, in 1848, at 117 Royal Street; later in Royal 
Street between St, Louis and Toulouse, and. in 18t2 it was located at 
St. Charles and Kevia (now Lafayette) Streets, in t ie City iiall. 

In 1858, when this seat of city government was demolished make way 
for a new and. the present City Kail, the Federal Court was housed in 
the Old Merchant's Exchange, 20 (now 126) Royal Street, whore it 8R- 
in the high-domed exchange room on the second floor.

Shr 0n June 27, 1866 Congress again consolidated Louisiana into one ju- 
dicial district. Although the act specifically provided for the de- 
posit of all records with the clerk of the old Eastern District, they 
have not been located by the Survey of Federal Archives and there is 
nothing to indicate that this section of the act was ever carried out. 
The presumption is that tney were lost or destroyed during the Yfar 
Between the States or by the fire whioh destroyed the Courthouse at 
Opelousas in 1888. 

The United States Distriot Court for the Western District of 
Louisiana, ae presently constituted, wa 3 created by a Congressional 
Act of March 3, 1881. This act provided that there should be held 
semi-annually in said distriot two stated sessions of the circuit and 
district courts at Opelousas, Alexandria, Shreveport, and. Monroe. 

By Act of August 8 , 1888 the Western Distriot was divided into five 

divisions, namely t Shreveport, Alexandria, Opelousas, Lake Charles, 
and Monroe . ,

The Circuit Court for the Western Distriot of Louisiana was re- 
created by Act of March 3, 1881, which divided the Jurisdiction of 
the former Circuit Court for Louisiana into two districts. By Act 
of August 8, 1888, which divided the Western Distriot into divisions, 
the new court ms domiciled at Shreveport and. held regular semi-annual 
terms at Opelousas, Alexandria, Monroe, and Lake Charles. The circuit 
and district courts met at the same time, and the same Judge, court 
officials, and Jury served each. In some few cases the two courts had 
concurrent Jurisdiction. 

On March 3, 1911 United States Circuit Courts were abolished arcL 
since that time the District Court has tried all cases involving 
federal questions or in which its Jurisdiction was successfully in- 
voked. All records of the old Circuit Court are in the custody of the 
United States District Court, Eastern District of Louisiana. 


United S tates Circuit Court of Appeal s 

B y Act of Congress of March 3, 1891 the United States Circuit Courts 
‘ Appeals were established.. These courts have appellate Jurisdiction 
n y and were established to relieve the congested condition of the 
J>cket of the United States Supreme Court.

The. United States Court did not function again until the arrival 
Federal fleet and troops May 1, 1862, In order to take care 
°/- nding litigation and other matters which properly should come 
v* fore a court, when Louisiana left the Union, the Confederate States 
f America organised, a oourt of equivalent jurisdiction, which func- 
tioned from 1861 until February 1862* The first suits docketed being 
cases having to do with vessels of the enemy taken as prizes by Con- 
federate navy vessels or those privately owned. Of interest among 
these Confederate oourt papers are those pertaining to the famous 
Myra Clark Gaines litigation. The last entry being Case No. 297, a 
petition for a writ of hab eas corp us, which was still pending when 
the court was closed byTKe capture of New Orleans by the Federal 
fleet under Admiral David G» Farragut, During its existence the 
Confederate court heard, a number of prize oases and oases envolving 
property taken from "enemy" owners. 

Provisional Military Court 

Upon the oooupatlon of New Orleans by Federal troops a provost 
marshal was appointed who set up a provisional oourt. Its inaugura- 
tion was indicated upon the minutes of tho United States District 
Court as follows: 


"Sunday, May 4, 1862, - New Orleans, on the first day 
of this month, having been occupied by the troops of the 
United States, and a Military Court established by the 
Proclamation of Major General Benjamin F. Dutler, command- 
ing the Department of the Gulf; Major Joseph M, Bell was 
appointed. Judge thereof and he declares said oourt now open
